THE LAUSANNE FA'LURE. 


The failure of Lausanne was due to the 
unwillingness of some of the delegates to 
adopt this comprehensive ideal for a 
Christian Church. The rejection 
Anglican Prayer-book by the House 
of Commons was due to a similar lack of 
comprehensiveness on the part of the 
Evangelical section of the Anglican Church, 
They would not make room for the 
extreme Anzlo-Catholies in the establish- 
ment. Any Pan-Protestant confederation 
would have necessarily very few dogmas 
to which it could point as its common 
creed. 

It was to reassert the Catholic principle 
of reunion by the acceptance of the whole 
definite complex faith which the Catholic 
Church has authoritatively promulgated 
that Pope Pius XI. issued his present 
Encyclical, and it was the prevalence of 
the ideal of reunion by compromise and 
comprehension which made the pronounce- 
ment both timely and necessary.

Temporary Clerks. 


Much uneasiness hes been caused among 
temporary clerks in the service of the 
Free State Government by a circular which 
has been received by men under 40, in- 
forming them to prepare at any moment to 
be dismissed on a week s notice. I under- 
stand that the Government intends to get 
rid of as many temporary clerks 
possible, and to replace them gradually 
by new juniors, who will have permanent 
rank, 

The matter is of more than ordinary 
interest, inasmuch as a large number of 
the men who are likely to come under the 
uxe are British ex-Service men. These 
men have been employed for nine years, 
but have never been permanent 
status. I have been talking to some oi 
them during the last few days, and they 
take the view that nothing should be done 
hy the Government until their association 
has had a chance to put its case before 
the new committee which has been set 
up to inquire into ex-Service men’s 
crievances, real or alleged. This seems to 
be reasonable enough. KReference was 
made to these men during the debates in 
Dail Eireann last session. and they seem 
at Jeast to have a prima facie case. 

More is likely to he heard of the matter 
when the Dail meets; but in the meantime 
the men and their families are gravely

“Humanity Dick.” 


The increased attention now being 
devoted to the care of animals is in large 
measure due to the foundation of the 
Kichard Martin Society, whose activities 
are spreading throughout the Free State. 
One naturally asks “ Who is Richard 
Martin?” It would take a whole column 
to answer that question and do full 
justice to the name and fame of 
“ Humanity Dick,” as rollicking a blade 
as ever adorned the pages of Lever. He 
came, of course, from Galway, where he 
owned something like two hundred 
thousand acres. It was his boast that his 
estate extended within a thirty-mile 
radius of Ballinahinch Castle, which is 
now the property of the Maharajah of 
Nawanagar, better known as “Ranji,” 
of cricketing fame. 

Martin was a member of Grattan’s 
Parliament, and after the Union repre- 
sented his county for more than a quarter 
of a century in Westminster, where his 
main achievement, in the teeth of strong 
opposition, was the passing in 1824 of the 
first measuro enacted in any country to 
prevent the cruel and improper treatment 
of animals. His success gave a great 
fillip to the cause of humanitarianism 
everywhere. 

He was one of the founders of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, a fact commemorated in the 
portrait which hangs in the boardroom of 
the Society in London. 


Dog that Joined Irregulars. 


How many strays in the Dogs’ Home 
are without a stain on their character? 
The query is suggested by a recent refe- 
rence to this branch of the work done by 
the Dublin Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. It also reminds 
me of a dog story which happens to be 
true. 

Among the dogs which found shelter in 
the Home in 1922 was a typical Irish ter- 
rier. After a week’s stay the dog was 
fancied and taken away by a suburban re- 
sident. Here he made himself unpopular 
by killing all his new owner’s chickens, 
and then making similar deadly raids 
on the poultry yards of the neighbours. 

In self-defence the suburbanite took him 
back to the Dogs’ Home, describing him 
as “a chicken killer.’’ After the usual 
period of detention in the Home the ter- 
rier was next acquired bv a resident m 
the country, who had been told of his 
faults. 

He was sent by train to his new home 
in the South. This was at a time when 
travelling by rail: was an adventure, and 
on the way down the train was teld up by 
armed men. During the raid the dog 
was released and went off with the 
irreculars.’”’ What happened ‘‘the 
chicken killer’’ afterwards is unknown. 


Belfast Art Purchase. 


Mr. John F. Greenwood, whose wood- 

cut. ‘‘A Wharfedale Village,’’ has heen

Hardys First Editions. 


Like Kipling, Sir James M. Barrie and 
a few over eminent novelists stall with 
us, Thomas Hardy had the satisfaction oi 
knowing long before he passed away that 
the first editions of his books were attai- 
ing an ever-increasing value among 
collectors. Of the great masters of fiction 
who have died within the last thirty years 
he will rank even higher than Henry 
James, George Meredith and Joseph 
Conrad, ‘whose first editions, especially ol 
their early ventures, can now be purchased 
only by wealthy people. 

It is more than a quarter of a century 
ago since the “boom "” began among 
dealers and collectors of the Wessex tales. 
The novel which first showed the growing 
up of a Hardy “cut” was the three- 
volume one, entitled “ Desperate 
Remedies,”’ and it is now the most difficult 
and expensive of his writings to obtain. 
Published in 1871 at £1 Ills. 6d., the 
fortunate possessor of.a sound, clean copy 
in the original cloth need have no hesita- 
tion in assessing its value at £55 or £40. 
Its appearance created no great furore 
in literary circles. Indeed, it was not 
until 1874, when “The Madding Crowd 
saw the licht, that its author began to 
attract public interest. 

The Press notices of the first story were 
by no means laudatory, but the next one 
had a reception which made it jump at 
once into pcpularity. Its readers felt 
that its writer had a message and 
philosophy of his own, and henceforth his 
name became virtually a household word.

The troubles of even the most harassed 
of housekeepers must surely dwindle to 
nothing before the problem presented to 
Dr. Ferrar, who caters for the wants of 
the Dublin Zoological Gardens.

monger. But imagine 
a family: of inde- 
finite numbers, rang- 
ing from an elephant 
to a canary. 
To keep 
daily menu anything like what the 
animals, birds and reptiles enjoy in 
their natural habitat is at times - ex- 
tremely difficult. Many curious and 
costly items appear on the bill of fare. 
The two sea lions alone consumed in the 
past year 14,600!Ibs. of fish. To counteract 
this considerable expense, the rare 
Tuatera lizard, the holder of the world’s 
record for Jongevity in a captive condi- 
tion, lives on a diet of worms. About 
twelve per week is a sufficient ration, and, 
if he gets an occasiona] slug on Sundays 
and holidays, his bliss is complete. The 
chameleons require during the summer 
months a dozen blue-bottle flies daily. 


A Heavy ACenu. 


Horse flesh fills a big part of the bill. 
Horses were scarce during the past year, 
but a hundred and fifty were used, in ad- 
dition to a hundred donkeys, a hundred 
and fifty goats and five thousand rabbits 
for the carnivora. Hay, straw and feed- 
ing stuffs for the elephanis, bisons, zebras 
and other herbivora cost about £720. 
Fruit is a heavy item; the bill came to 
£250. 156 dozen eggs, age and quality not 
specified, were consumed; 1,460 tins of 
milk, biscuits of all sorts, Mellin’s food, 
honey, vegetables, and many other odd- 
ments, too numerous to mention. 

So, taking one thing with another, Dr. 
Ferrar’s lot at the ‘‘ Zoo,’’ like the police- 
man’s, is sometimes: not a happy one. But

AN ANCIENT CUSTOM. 


The separate burials of Thomas Hardy's 
heart and ashes (mentioned on Page 7) recall 
the case of Shelley, whose ashes were placed 
in a casket and interred in the Protestant 
Cemetery, Rome, while his heart was brought 
to Bournemouth, and buried in the last rest- 
ing-place of his wife, Mary Shelley. 

Together with Lieutenant Williams, Shelley 
was drowned at sea during a sudden storm. 
On July 19, 1821, the two bodies were found 
upon the shore near Viareggio, Italy. By 
special permission they were consumed on a 
funeral pyre in the ence of their com- 

nions, Leigh Hunt, Byron and Trelawny. 

efore the bodies were consumed, however, 
Trelawny snatched Shelley’s heart from the 
flames and gave it to Mary Shelley. 


mas — A Re RRR Te ES ‘ 
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Heart-burial was an ancient custom, and 
was common in Europe in the twelfth and 
thirteenth centuries. Persons who have been 
honoured with separate burial for the heart 
have been, for the most part, men and women 
of Royal birth, and ecciesiastics of high rank. 

Among Royal personages so honoured were 
Henry I. and Richard 1., whose hearts were 
buried at Rouen; Henry I11., whose heart was 
buried at Fontevraud, in Normandy; Edward 
I., whose heart was sent to Jerusalem for 
burial, as was that of Robert Bruce. Bruce's 
heart, however, was brought back to Melrose. 


When Daniel O'Connell died at Genoa on 
May 15, 1847, his heart, by his own desire, 
was carried to Rome and buried in the 
Church of St. Agatha. His body rests in 
Glasnevin Cemetery. 


As recently as 1900 the heart ot the Marquis 


of Bute was carried -to Jerusaiem' and buried 
on the Mount of Ulives.

the following legal perquisites appeared 
in the official *‘Table of Fees ’’ :— 

“Out of every barque or boat for bringin 
in apples: To the Searcher, one RR as 
of the same. 

““ Out, of every bargue or boat for bringing 
in oysters: To the Searcher, one 
hundred of the same. 

“For Gaging gyery Tun of wine: To the 
Gager, fou ice: Besides out of every 
ship bringin®in wines, one small bottle 
of wine for a Gaging bottle.’’ 


THE GAUGER’S “ BOTTLE.” 


In connection with this last perquisite, 
in 1725 wine merchants were warned to 
discontinue the practice of giving the 
officers before the casks were gauged, 
‘‘some gallons thereof under the name of 
the gauger’s bottle.” In 1762 one of the 
officers complained to the Irish Revenue 
Board that some of the merchants refused 
to pay him the customary gratuities. He 
was directed to furnish a return upon 
oath of the amount due, and the Board 
would pay it. 

At the big ports ‘‘ Customers or 
‘Collectors’? were employed. ‘‘ Con- 
trollers ” kept duplicate accounts so as to 
check the figures shown in the cash 
accounts of the ‘‘ Customers.’’ The officers 
were called ‘‘Searchers.’’ Some of the

CORRUPT COLLECTORS. 


Many of the higher officials in the 
Customs service were .apparently very 
corrupt. In 17835 the Accountant-General 
reported that a number of Collectors had 
furnished false returns and had shown as 
arrears of duty considerable sums which 
had actually been collected and embezzled. 
Investigations were subsequently made, 
and proceedings were instituted against 
the defaulting Collectors. The defalca- 
tions of one George Martin, Collector of 
Dublin, amounted to £9,000. Another 
Collector of Dublin, Sir Edward Newen- 
ham, misappropriated £1,395. George 
Parker, Collector of Wexford, could not 
account for £4,998 which he had received, 
while William Ormsby, Collector of Sligo, 
embezzled £5,155. 

These huge defalcations clearly proved 
that the system of accounting for taxes 
collected was very loose. There was 
apparently no effective check on the work 
of the Collectors and there were many 
frauds on the revenue. For instance, 
whiskey intended for export was frequently 
tampered with between the distillery and 
the quay. Moreover, wines and spirits 
were often cleared out of the officers’ 
charge without payment of the duty. 
The work generally was performed in a 
very slipshod manner. Most of the 
oficials were sinecurists who were prin- 
cipally concerned about their fees. It 
often happened that five officials initialled 
the captain’s report of his ship’s cargo, 
and every official charged his appropriate 
fee for this service. The officers were 
certainly not overworked. In summer 
their hours were from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m., 
and in winter from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
The luncheon interval was, I suppose, at 
least an hour. 


THE ACT OF UNION. 


On January Ist, 1801, the Union of 
Great Britain and Ireland was effected. 
Free Trade was not, however, permitted 
between the two countries for some con- 
siderable time. As a matter of fact, ad 
valorem duties were imposed on certain 
goods imported from either country. There 
was a tax of 10 per cent. on apparel, 
haberdashery, hats, carriages and glass. 
Thus there is nothing novel in Mr. 
Blythe’s ad valorem taxes on apparel, 
furniture and glass-ware. 

The Act of Union and subsequent enact- 
ments caused many changes in the Customs 
establishment. Fees were abolished on 
January Ist, 1809. The officials were, 
however, amply compensated for the loss 
of the plums of office. One Collector 
received a compensating annual grant of 
£305 for the loss of his fees, while a 
‘““jerquer’s’’ clerk received £326 per 
annum. The Irish Customs Department 
was completely reorganised on English 
lines, and the officials were subject to the 
same rules and regulations as their British 
colleagues until December 6th, 1922, when 
they became the servants of WSaorstdt 
Kircann,

| THE DUBLIN CORN 


EXCHANGE, 
SOME RECENT CHANGES. 
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Since the Dublin Corn Exchange was estab- 
lished at Burgh guay 120 years ago great 
changes have taken place in methods of 
marketing corn. Formerly the bulk of the 
grain available was sold on the exchange. 
Nowadays a large amount of business is trans- 
acted over the telephone, and the need for a 
bi-weekly coru exchange is not so urgent. At 
the same time the exchange serves a useful 
purpose. It enables farmers, millers, dis 
tillers, grain factors, and sack merchants to 
met together eyery Tuesday and Friday aiter- 
noon tor business purposes. In August, 
September and October quite a large volume 
of business is transacted. 

Originally stalls were provided for the exhi- 
bition of samples from 1060 traders, and for 
many years all of these stalls were occupied. 
The number of stallholders now totals 62. All 
the Jeading millers in Dublin City and County 
are represented. he smalier men have 
dropped out, and as these formed a very 
large proportion of the whole, their disappear- 
ance left a large unoccupied space behind the 
handsome cast iron columns. This space has 
now been partitioned off and converted into 
affices and showrooms, which are admirably 
ighted from the roof. No fewer than eight 
of these offices are connected with the wireless 
apparatus business, thus making the spacious 
exchange one of the largest centres of the 
wireless trade in Dublin.

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SERGEANT HANDCUFFED 
AND PUT IN A CELL. 
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GUARD’S STORY OF A 
SHOOTING PARTY. 
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From Onr Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BOYLE, Friday. 

Extraordinary . scenes ma Civic Guard 
barrack at Strandhill, County Sligo, were 
described at the Sligo District Court, when 
Sergeant Curran, who was in charge of the 
station, was prosecuted for having, as alleged, 
shot at Guard Michael Dolan on November 
22nd last. He was also charged with assault 
on the same Guard; with being unlawfully in 
possession of firearms, and with damaging 
property. 

| A FOWLING PARTY. 

Guard Dolan told the Court that on the day 
in question Sergeant Curran and a Man 
named Thomas Gilligan had an appointment 
to go shooting, and the sergeant invited him 
to accompany them. The witness left the 
barrack at 10.30 a.m. to go to Gilligan’s 
house. When he returned he saw the sergeant 
lying in the day-room dressed in civilian 
attire, and he was under the influence of 
drink. He asked the witness if he was 
readv. The sergeant then left the barrack 
and went down the village, and returaed in 
half-an-hour, and left again, carrying a sport- 
ing gun. The witness waited for some time, 
and then left, carrying a sporting gun also, 
He went shooting with Mr. Charles Devereux, 
a local hotel proprietor, and they had a setter 
dog, the property of Guard Tobin, with them. 

After two hcurs’ shooting they returned 
to the barrack, where the witness saw ihe 
defendant, who had a Colt revolver in his 
right hand; he had seen this revolver with 
defendant before. When the witness got 
within 50 or 60 vards of where defendant was, 
the defendant pointed the revolver at him 
and discharged a shot. The witness thought 
that it was a joke, and he and Mr. I°-.vere 
proceeded to the barrack. . The defendant 
went into the lavatory and the witness went 
to the kitchen.

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THE REV. CHANCELLOR 
RENNISON. 
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The Rev. Chancellor Rennison, M.A, rec- 
tor of Wexford, and secretary of the 
Diocesan Synod for thirty years, was the 
recipient of presentations from the clergy of 
the diocese of Ferns and from his parishioners 
on Thursday night at Wexford on the attain- 
ment of his mimisterial jubilee.

The Northern Parliament’s Select Com- 
mittee on Public Accounts has just issued 
its report, which covers the year 1927. It 
reveals no glaring examples of extravagant 
expenditure, similar to that disclosed in the 
accounts of the Royal Ulster Constabulary a 
iew years ago; but it indicates a number cf 
cases where economies might be achieved. 

_ One of the worst examples of extravagance 
in the past was the use of official motor cars 
by police officers and other officials, and on 
point the Committee states: ‘‘We are 
gratified to note that, in accordance with our 
view, particulars of cases in which Govern- 
ment-owned motor cars are placed at the 
disposal of individual ministers or officers are 
now being shown separately. in the 
Estimates.” ‘ 

It had been suggested that, in order to save 
expeuse, Constabulary motor vehicles should 
be utilised by other departments; but the 
~ommittee was informed that the Con- 
stabulary transport had been reduced to such 
an extent that there ‘was none now available 
tor that purpose. 

Before Hillsborough Castle was acquired by 
the British Government as the official resi- 
aence ior the Governor of Northern Ireland, 
preliminary negotiations had been conducted 
by the Northern Government on behalf of 
the British Treasury to acquire Belvoir Park. 
Deliast. It appears that the Northern Govern- 
ment entered an impled contract to 
acquire this property, and when the deal was 
ancelled it had to pay compensation to the 
extent of £2.500 The Accounts Committee 
records its opinion that the Imperial Treasury 
hould have allowed this claim. as the 
Northern Government acted in good faith in 
its interests.

“Nobility is a graceful ornament to the 
civil order; it is the Corinthian capital 
of polished society.” An Irish nobility 
survives, but the conferring of new titles 
is in the King’s hands, and the King 
respects the wishes of his Irish Ministers, 
who hitherto have shown no desire to 
enlarge the charmed circle. Irishmen 
continue to be knighted for imperial 
service, but there have been no Knight- 
hoods within the new 
Dominion, 

We have a reasonable confidence that 
this state of things will not be permanent, 
Nations must invent some means to reward 
their most brilliant and most useful 
citizens, and mere power and office are 
inadequate to this end. Call it ambition, 
pride, vanity—what you will: human 
nature revolts against a monotonous level 
in society. Even in the most public- 
spirited and most unselfish men there is 
a yearning for emergence from the mass, 
and, when that yearning remains ungrati- 
fied, a kind of mental stagnation results 
or energies are diverted into petty 
channels. Some years ago the Canadian 
Parliament, in a huff at an unpopular 
peerage, asked the King to give no further 
titles in Canada. Its wish was gratified, 
and to-day there is a widespread agitation 
throughout Canada for the revival of 
titles. There are no titles in the United

nature, rich men call themselves “ kings’ 
of the stockyard or oilfield, struggle to 
marry their daughters into Europe’s 
nobility, and wallow in the smiles of 
royal visitors.

Ships of State. 


The decision of the Australian Govern- 
ment to get rid of the last of its fleet of 
Commonwealth merchant ships marks the 
end of a sorry chapter in the history of 
State enterprise. In 1916 Mr. W. M. 
Hughes, who was Premier of the Common- 
wealth, decided that there was money to 
be made in shipping, and bought a fleet 
of fifteen old ships for the Australian 
Government. Freights were very high in 
those days, and for a while the Premier’s 
venture proved to be a great success. 
During the next few years additions were 
made to this fleet at enormous cost, and 
fourteen wooden ships were bought in the 
United States, which turned out to be a 
total failure, and were sold at a net loss 
of £2,000,000. Then came the shipping 
“slump,” with disastrous results for the 
Australian Government. In 1923 its 
merchant fleet was revalued at a figure 
which, inclusive of all the profits and 
losses of the first few years of its exist- 
ence, represented a cash Joss of nearly 
£10,000,000. Many of the obsolete ships 
were sold for a song, and at the end 
of 1925 the Australian Shipping Board 
started with a clean sheet. Its fleet, how- 
ever, seemed to be doomed to failure; for 
during the last four years there has been 
a further loss of £2,000,000, and this 
figure is beinz increased every: day. As 
many ships as possible have been sold. 
Only seven vessels of the most modern 
type remain out of the large fleet that was 
assembled by Mr. Hughes, and the Federal 
Government has made up its mind now to 
dispose of these survivors at all costs. 
Altogether, therefore, the Australian 
Government will haye lost between 
£12,000,000 and £14,000,000 by the time 
when it has seen the last of its merchant 
ships. Its sad experience ought to serve 
as a warning to those persons who do not 
cease to preach the gospel of State owner- 
ship. The Government of the United 
States had a similar experience, and 
even the most rabid exponent of 
" nationalisation ’’’ ought to be convinced 
that, so far as shipping is concerned, at 
any rate, there is nothing to be said for 
it.

Exports from the Common- 
wealth have risen rapidly, and the trade 
is loud in its praises of the work which 
has been done by the Board. A new 
campaign is being started now in favour 
of milk as a foodstuff. ‘Drink more 
milk “ soon will replace the fruit slogan 
on the world’s hoardings, and dairy 
farmers in every part of the Empire hope 
to reap a rich harvest of profit. Although 
milk is one of the oldest forms of human 
nourishment, the demand for it has fallen 
of recent years.. Since the general public 
has become educated in the elements of 
hygiene a prejudice has developed against 
milk, and the difficulty in securing pure 
supplies has interfered seriously with 
sales. Milk now is recognised as a 
carrier of certain diseases, notably ol 
tuberculosis, and, unless a guarantee ol 
absolute purity can be obtained, the 
average consumer hesitates to buy more 
than is needed for his minimum wants. 
One of the first aims of the Empire 
Marketing Board will be to improve the 
quality of milk supphes. It will do every- 
thing in its power to persuade producers to 
sterilise their output and to sell nothing 
but milk that is guaranteed to be free, 
from all impurities. If it succeeds im its 
ambition, the dairy farming industry will 
receive a great stimulus, which, we may 
hope, will extend to the Free State. Irish 
milk, when it is produced under proper 
conditions, no superior; but large 
numbers of farmers have the most

Juvenile Labour. 


One result of the war is shown ‘to-day 
by a remarkable decrease in the number 
of young people, due to the decline in the 
birth-rate during its period. There is a 
shortage of juvenile labo in a number of 
tudustries, and in several places there are 
vacancies for hundreds of girl workers. 
The silk, boot and engineering trades are 
all affected, and it is pointed out that 
there is no class of unemployed capable 
of supplying the deficiency. According to 
statistics prepared by the Ministry of 
Labour, it is obvious that this shortage 
is now only beginning and that it will 
gradually become more acute during the 
next ten years. The young people are 
required to do tasks which it would not 
pay the employer to give to fully trained 
workers, while the young person is placed 
in a position to learn a trade. 


The Mothers’ Union. 


The many members of the Mothers’ 
Union in Ireland will be much interested 
to learn that Mrs. Maude will retire on 
March 1st from the position of Central 
Secretary, which she has held for the past 
twenty years. For seven years previously 
she was Mother’s Union Secretary in the 
Diocese of London: Mrs. Maude, it 18 
said, feels that the time has come to hand 
over her work to younger hands, and she 
will be succeeded as Central Secretary by 
Mrs. Oliver. Mrs. Maude’s work for the 
Union culminated in the building: and 
opening of the Mary Sumner House, the 
headquarters of the union.

The claims of Lady Bailey, an Irish:

TO BE BURIED IN 
DORSET. 


ASHES TO REST IN THE 
ABBEY.

DORCHESTER, Friday. 

Mr. Thomas Hardy’s heart will be 
buried in the churchyard at Stinsford— 
the “ Mellstock ” of his novels—where his 
first wife and his father and mother are 
buried. The decision that he should be 
buried in Westminster Abbey instead of 
in the Dorset which he loved so deeply 
and made so famous caused considerabie 
surprise to Dorchester people. 


MRS. HARDY’S CONSENT. 

In view of the strong local feeling that 
some part of Thomas Hardy should be 
buried in his native soil, and that his 
memory should not be perpetuated merely 
by a tablet, the Rev. H. G. B. Cowley, 
Rector of Stinsford, approached Mrs. 
Hardy this afternoon with the suggestion 
that Mr. Hardy’s heart should be buried 
in Stinsford Churchyard. Mrs, Hardy, 
who is one of the executors, immediately 
gave her consent, and an urgent telegram 
was sent to Mr. Cockerell, the literary 
executor, who is staying. to-night in 
London with Sir James Barrie.” “At 7 
o'clock p.m. Mr. Cockerell telephoned his 
consent. 

Mr. Henry Hardy, brother of the poet 
and novelist; Miss Kate Hardy, sister ; 
Miss Teresa Hardy, cousin; the Mayor of 
Dorchester (Mr. W. F. Hodges), and 
others to-day expressed disappointment at 
the decision to bury Thomas Hardy’s 
remains in Westminster Abbey, and not 
among his own people in the Dorchester 
he loved so well. To-night, therefore, the 
heart of the poet and novelist will be 
removed. It will be buried in the quiet. 
little country churchyard of Stinsford, 
which Mr. Hardy visited weekly for many 
years to place flowers on the grave of his 
first wife. The rest of his body will be 
cremated, and his ashes will lie in West- 
minster Abbey. 


A LETTER AND A WISH. 

Stinsford suggested to Mr. Hardy the 
famous Mellstock Choir which figures so 
prominently in his writings. Mr. Cowley 
this evening showed me a letter in which 
Mr. Hardy suggested his desire to be 
buried at Stinsford. It was written on 
the 16th of December, 1924, in response 
to a request that Mr. Hardy might be 
regarded as a parishioner, though he did 
not actually live in the parish. It was 
as follows: 

“Dear Mr. Cowley,—Yes; regard me as 
a parishioner certainly. I hope to be still 
more one when I am in a supine position 
some day.”’ 

“ Mrs. Hardy has told me several times 
that she wanted her husband to be buried 
in Dorset,’’ said Mr, Cowley, “and she 
repeated the wish to me again when I saw 
her this afternoon. Although it is a very 
unusual course, E am quite sure that the 
decision will give immense satisfaction to 
Dorset people. I have not met a single 
person living here who was not surprised 
by the original intention, and many of 
them were deeply pained by it.” 


ABBEY CEREMONY. 


Mr. Hardy’s remains will be taken from 
Max Gate, his house at Dorchester, at 8 
o'clock to-morrow morning, in a motor 
hearse, accompanied only by the wreaths 
of relatives and close friends, to Woking, 
where the cremation is to take place 
at about 1.30 p.m. Thence the ashes will 
be taken to Westminster Abbey, where 
they will remain until the nation, on 
Monday, pays its tribute to his memory. 
Mrs. Hardy and those relatives who are to 
be present at the Abbey Service will leave 
Dorchester on Monday morning. 

The inscription on the coffin and the 
urn which will contain the ashes reads: 
“Thomas Hardy, O.M. 

Born June 2, 1840. Died January 11, 
1928.”’ 

Dorchester will not be represented af 
Westminster Abbey, because, . simul- 
taneously with the burial, a Memorial 
Service will bs held at St. Peter’s Church 
here. Mr. Hardy had no association with 
St. Peter's, but the Rev. H. G. Cowley, 
Rector of Stinsford, has been invited to 
take part in the Service.

THE PRIME MINISTER’S

The Times, in a leading article entitled 
‘“‘ After the Flood,’’ says:—Apart from

ment that the London County Council 
had last month invited tenders for the 
construction of a new river wall along 
the stretch which includes the wall of the 
embankment opposite the Tate Gallery, 
and the wall on the same side of the river 
at the south-west end of Lambeth Bridce: 
But it is not proposed that the conference 
should enter upon a discussion of . the 
responsibility for the incidents of Jast 
week, 

The deep and universal fee] nes of 
horror and pity and sympathy arcused by 
the catastrophe make it only nature! that 
there should be in some minds a tendency 
to jump to the conclusion that it was 
due to negligence, and to demand a hunt 
for scapegoats upon whom lay the 
blame. In the interests of justice any 
encouragement of this tendency would be 
highly undesinable. ‘Everything must he 
done, and, doubtless, will be done, to 
determine whethe: the sudden flooding of 
streets bordering on the river might have 
been foreseen and prevented, and, if so, 
why the necessary preeautions were- not 
taken. But the disaster emphatically 
calls for careful and deliberate investiza- 
tion, based on the hearing of expert 
evidence, and no good end could be served 
by the premature judgment of mis- 
informed, and possibly misguided, public 
opinion.

WRONG ESTIMATE 
OF IMPORTS, 


ACTUAL FIGURES FOR 
FREE STATE. 
— AG? 
Do the wémen and ‘girls of the Irish 


Free State wear oné million pounds’ worth 
of stockings annually? 


Mr. J. F. Twigg, of Waterford, declares 
“Think of it, gentlemen,” 
he said to the members. ef the Dublir 
Publicity Club on Thursday, “a million 


pairs of shapely legs insisting upon, say, 


five million pairs of silk stockings in the 


year’’ at an average of 4s. per pair. 


To “think of it,” however, is to have 
grave doubts of the accuracy of the state- 
ment. Mr. Twigg apparently envisages 
the whole female population of the State 
wearing silk stockings—the factory -girl, 
the farm servant, the farmer's daughter 
who works at home, and the many 
thousands of others who earn a liviirg by 
manual labour. 

As a plain matter of fact, 
large section of the female 
who will wear nothing’ but 
hosiery. 2 

All the imported silk stockings, for 
twelve months are covered by the-sum of 
£150.000,. and, unless the Free State 
supplles £850,000 worth of ladies’ stcek- 
ings per annum, the stocking bill of the 
country does not reach. anything like 


£1,000,000 a year. 
THE FACTS. 


Mr. Twigg's statement was so startling 
that an Trish Times representative inyesti- 
gated the matter in Dublin yesterday, . 
and this is what he found :— 

According to the return of.imports into 
the Free State the eleven :n.nths 
ended last November, the total value of 
the hosiery imports of all kinds was 
£927.640. Of this sum only £11.000 worth 
of pure silk, £170,000 worth of artificial 
or synthetic silk, and £7,000 worth of 
silk mixture was imported—a total of 
£148.000. And these figures include those 
for men and children as well as women. 

As to the prices generally paid in 
Dublin by women for stockings, It was 
learned that in Grafton street shops the 
average price per pair is from 6s. 11d. to 
7s. 11d., but these establishments also 
stock hosiery of a similar deseription 
ranging in price from 4s. 11d. to 10s. 6d. 
per pair. On the Northern side of the 
city, including Sackville street, Henry 
street and Talbot street, the prices are 
from 3s. 6d. to 10s. 6d.. ás. 11d. being the 
average in these streets. 

Many countries in addition to Great 
Britain send synthetic, or silk, hose to 
the Free State. In conversation with the 
managing director of a Grafton street shop 
the /risk Times representative learnt 
that countries which ‘did a big trade with 
the Free State were America. “Germany 
and France.

Mrs, Catherine Golden, of Clogher, near 
Ballaghadereen, Co. Roscommon, died recently 
in her hundred and tenth year. 

In spite of her extreme age, Mrs. Golden, 
who was better known by her maiden name, 
Kitty Lee, up to the time of her death, 
showed no signs of senility. She was very 
active, her sight and. hearing being quite 
good, and she took a keen interest in her 
amily affairs. She always made it a point to 
see that dinrier was kept for any of the boys 
who were out working, and would seldom 
refrain from having her own share of bacon, 
cabbage and potatoes, with tea and eggs in 
the evening. 

She was married at the age of 21, but her 
married life was brief, and within a year 
she set out for America in a sailing ship. 
After seven years in New York Mrs. Golden 
returned to Ireland, where she remained for 
a period of four years, and then went back 
to America, where she spent a further 21 
years. In the year 1871 she returned once 
again to her native village of Clogher. She 
rebuilt the dwellinghouse, and settled there 
with her niece for the remaining 56 years of 
her life, watching the third and fourth gene- 
ration grow up around her.

Up to this the 
greater part of my life has been spent in the 
regular routine of teaching. Now I have to 
learn many new things—how many they are 
I am recognising from day to day. Will 
you help me to learn? I feel confident that 
you will. Some of you have helped me 
greatly already.

CONSTRUCTION TO BE 
BEGUN AT ONOE,

From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
WASHINGTON, Friday. 

The omission of Mr. Wilbur, the Secre- 
tary for the Navy, in submitting the 
725,000,000 dollar construction _pro- 
gramme, to ask for its completion by any 
specific date, led to a long debate in the 
Naval Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives to-day. Members demanded to 
know whether the Navy Department 
wanted the actual ships or merely a 
“ paper fleet.”’ 

Mr. Robinson, the Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, said that the date of com- 
pletion was left out by the Secretary of 
the Navy after consultation with the 
President. 

He added that, if the Congress ap- 
proved the programme, the Navy Depart- 
ment proposed to ask at once for 
59,000,000 dollars to start construction. 
This expenditure, he said, would be an 
addition to the 362,000,000 dollars already 
requested for the Navy during the next 
Fiscal year.

| YESTERDAY’S CASES IN THE. COURTS. 


UPKEEP OF SLANE 
CASTLE, 


MARCHIONESS CONYNGHAM’S 


INCOME TAX APPEAL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


The case of the Most Hon. Frances Eliza- 
beth Sarah, Marchioness Conyngham against 
the Revenue Commissioners came on for hear- 
ing by way of appeal on a special case 
stated under the Income Tax Act, 1918, sec- 
tions 7 (6) and 149. by the Commissioners 
for the Special Purposes of the Income Tax 
Acts. 

It appeared from the case stated that at 
meetings of the Commissioners for the Special 
Purposes of the Ineome Tax Acts held on 


hearing appeals the Marchioness’ Conyngham 
appealed against assessments to super-tax on 
the sum of £5,875 for the year ended 5th 
April, 1921, and on the sum of £6,875 for the 
year ended Sth April, 1922, made upon her 


Sub-section 
Tax Act, 1918, as amended, provided that 
for the purpose of super-tax the total income 
of any individual from all sources shall be 
taken to be the total income of that in- 
dividual from all sources for the previous 
vear, estimated in the same manner, as the 
total income from all sources is required to 
be estimated in a“return mede in cornection 
with any claim for a deduction from assess- 
able income. 

The Commissioners stated :— The sole ques- 
tion which was before us on the appeal is 
whether, in estimating the total income of 
the appellant from all sources for the pur- 
poses of super-tax for each of the years ended 
Sth April, 1921, and 5th April, 1922, there 
should be included the whole or any portion 
of a sum not exceeding £3,500, which is 
paid vearly to the appellant under the terms 
of the will of the fifth Marquis Conyngham 
in the circumstances hereinafter stated. 

"“ By the ‘will of the fifth Marquis Conyng- 
ham, dated the llth April, 1915, and which 
was duly admitted to probate on the 27th 
May, 1919. the testator appointed his mother, 
who is the: appellant in this case, and 
Herbert Arthur Scawen Blunt, to be his 
executors and trustees.

Counsel submitted that this payment did not 
come under Rules 19 and 21, and was not 
subject to income tax at al]. 

COMMISSIONERS’ SUBMISSION. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly, who, with Mr. McCann, 
K.C.. and Mr. Lavery, K.C. (instructed by 
Mr. B. Collins, Revenue Solicitor), appeared 
for the Revenue Commissioners, the respon- 
dents, submitted that the whole of this sum 
of £5,500 was subject to income tax. relving 
on the terms of the will, which, he said. 
drawn with the utmost skill by experienced 
conveyancers, showed that the appellant was 
the chief Object of the testator’s bounty. and 
that the payments were for her benefit. The 
words of the will did not create. and never 
were intended to create, a binding obligation 
on her that she was to hold this £3,500 as a 
trustee upon trust to keep and preserve Slane 
Castle and its grounds in the same condition 
as they were now. The Marchioness herself 
treated this money as income. It was to be 
spent on the personal enjovment of the 
Marchioness. and surely this was one of those 
cases where income came to a person, and it 
was immaterial, from the point of view of 
income tax, what its destination was to be. 
lt was not as a trustee that the appellant got 
the money, but as’ tenant for life: it was 
merely by accident that she was one of the 
trustees. The words of the will denoted the 
motive of the testator in making the ‘gift. 
Counsel did not think that Rule 19 hed any 
application whatever to this case, and he did 
not place any reliance on Rule 19. 

Mr. McCann, pe who followed on the 
same side, said that the appellant had had a 
benefit given to her consisting of a life in 
terest in the entire estate of Slane Castle as a 
going concern, if he might use the expression, 
and an annuity to keep it up, and the pro- 
position that had been solemnly argued before 
his lordship by the other side was that the 
lady's taxed liabilities were to be exactly the 
same where she had an income to keep the 
place up as if she kept IE up out of her own 
income. It occurred to him that, if the con 
tention of his friend succeeded, it would open 
a very happy avenue ot mans 
people in a less station and position than the 
Marchioness Convngham in dealing with thei) 
property. If that was the law, it would 
certainly open great possibilities for con 
veyancers who were engayed drawing 
He submitted that the will here bore all the 
indications VW hich were necessary to resi it 
case in which motive, and not trust, was in 
the testator’s mind. 

Counsel had not concluded when the Court 
rose, and the further hearing was adjourned 
till next Monday.

Feis Ceoil competitions a couple of years ago 
to pursue her studies in the art of singing, 
Miss Florence Mills Forsyth came forward 
last night to report progress SO 
before those members of the public who have 
shown interest in her career. For her 
recital in the Abbey Lecture Hall, Dublin, 
she had prepared a big programme of songs, 
classical, traditional, and modern. In singing 
them she displayed a sweet soprano voice— 
best when used in a smallish tone—and a 
1efined sense of style mn delivery and expres 
sion. Exact intonation and .clear enunciation 
were special points in her method, 

Her first group of songs was drawn from 
the German masters of song-form, and ranged 
from Mozart's ‘‘ The Violet ” to Brahms’s 
“ Vergebliches Standchen.”’ Her best singing 
in that part of the programme was not in 
either of these, but in Mendelssohn’s “ On 
Wings of Song and Brahms’s ‘“ The 
Dustman. In both songs she sustained the 
effect of even-flowing sound from beginning 
tc end. In Schubert’s “ Gretchen and Spinn- 
rade’ she went to the limits of her expres- 
sion of the freer kind of emotion. 

The next group confirmed, however, the 
opinion that she is happiest in a reflective 
type of music, for her most impressive piece 
of singing In the recital was that given to 
settings by Armstrong Gibbs of three im- 
pressionist poems by Walter De La Mare— 
*Silver.’” “‘ The Bells,’ and ‘“ Nod.”’ [n 
spite of a slip m the words of the second 
of these. which caused her to lose grip 
momentarily, she caught all the elusive 
charm of the songs. In the three old 
English songs at the beginning of this 
group I thought she would have done 
better to let word-by-word expression go 
second to ‘strict preservation of the music- 
shapes; and in Stanford’s ‘*‘Grandeur’’ her 
expression of awe need not have been sus- 
tained so uniformly. The words embody a 
strongly objective notion of the dead, and 
the matter-of-fact allusions bespeak an ap- 
proach to the subject by no means awesome. 
These, however, are small points, which need 
not be taken as diminishing respect for Miss 
Forsyth’s general success in interpretation of 
many varied moods in This second 
group, it should be noted, included, besides 
the songs mentioned already, ‘‘ The Witches’ 
Wood ” (Parry), “ The Fairy Lough “ (Stan- 
ferd) and “Grace for Light” (Hamilton 
Harty). The last group contained English, 
Scotch and Irish traditional airs. 

Mrs. Ida Starkie O’Reilly lent her skill in 
‘cello-playing to the attractions of the pro- 
gramme, her principal contribution being 
Boellman’s “Variations Symphoniques,”’ 
nlaved with great distinction; and Mrs. Sid- 
ford Fannin was a tasteful accompanist in a 
programme that contained an _ exceptional 
number of important pianoforte parts. All 
three artistes joined in Cesar Franck’s 
‘* Panis Angelicus ” as finale to the recital.

REVENUE COMMISSIONERS’ OPINION. 
** The tevenue Com- 
missioners resisted these contentions. We, the 
(‘commissioners who heard the appeal. were of 
opinion that the whole of the sum of £3,600 
in question is income of ‘the appellant; that 
it has properly bourne income tax by way of 
deduction, and that it has been properly in- 
cluded in estimating the appellant's total! 
income from ali sources for the purposes of 
super-tax for each of the years ended 5th 
April, 1921, and 5th April, 1922. We hav 
not deemed it mecessarv to decide whether in 
the vears material to this appeal the whole of 
the £3,500 was spent annually upon main- 
tenance and upkeep of Slane Castle and 
demesne, gardens, pleasure grounds, and ap 
purienances thereto, because, in our opinion, 
the liability to super-tax is the same whethe 
the whole or any part of the said £35.5C0 is 
spent upon such maintenance and upkeep. 

‘* Immediately upon the determining of the 
appeal counsel on behalf of the appellant 
declared - to is dissatisfaction  there- 
with as heing erroneous in point of 
law, and in due course required us. to 
state a case for the opinion of the High 
Court, pursuant to the Income Tax Act, 
1918 (Section 7 (6) and 149), -»which case we 
have stated and do sign accordingly. The 
question of law for the opinion of the High 
Court is whether, in the circumstances stated, 
the sum of £3,500 should be included in 
estimating the appellant’s total income from 
all sources for the purposes of super-tax for 
each of the vears ended the 5th April, 1921, 
and 5th April, 1922.’’ 


THE SUM OF £3,500. 

Mr. Poole, who, with Mr. Jellett, 
(instructed by Messrs. Montgomery § and 
Chaytor), appeared for the appellant, said 
that at the hearing before the Commissioners 
the point he took up was that this £3,500 
was a sum paid to the appellant for a 
certain purpose, and that so long as that purpose 
was fulfilled no account should be directed 
against her, and he went so far as to say 
that, if there was a surplus after the pre- 
perty had been maintained in accordance with 
the will of the testator, the amount of that 
surplus could be directed against her, and 
would be subject to inclusion in the estimate 
for the purpose of super-tax. The construc 
tion he asked his lordship to put upon the 
will was that the appellant was one of the 
two trustees of the will: she was given the 
right of residence, which might extend to a 
legal life estate to her, in Slane Castle: She 
was given the right to occupy Slane Castle. 
and the testator provided a certain sum of 
money annually to be paid to her, which she 
was to apply for the maintenance and up 
keep of that very extensive demesne, large 
house, offices and garden. It was stated 
in the plainest language that there was an 
obligation on her to expend what money the 
trustees gave her, not to exceed £3,500, and 
the trustees were satisfied that that had been 
done. .He thought it was perfectly clear that 
this was ar obligation or a trust. 

Counsel referred to Rules .19 and 21 apply- 
ing to annual payments. He said that Rule 
21; clearly was inapplicable in this case, and 
he; confidently asked his lordship to say that 
this sum of £3,500 did not come under the 
lamguage of Rule 19, because it was not a 
charge on the property of the trustees.
